QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS  ON  RETIREMENT.r7x&^8 

Q,.  Is  deposit  in  the  retirement  fund  required 
"o  obtain  full  credit  for  service  during  which 

the  er[5)loyeo  was  not  subject  to  the  Retirement 
Act? 

A.  The  law  allows  service  claimed  from  and  af- 
ter Aug.  1,  1920,  to  be  credited  for  confuta- 
tion purposes  with  or  without  deposit,  but 
stipulates  that  if  the  deposit  is  not  made  the 
employee's  annuity  shall  be  reduced  by  the 
amount  such  deposit  v;ould  purchase,  • 

Q,.  Must  the  service  involved  be  consecutive  or 
may  broken  periods  ;be  considered? 

A.  All  service  for  the  United  States  or  District 
of  Columbia  Government  is  subject  to  credit  re- 
gardless of  breaks  in  eifloyment.
